Dear Ms. Bosworth: 



This letter sets forth the full and complete plea offer to your client, Moi )rthy Srinivasan Ram. 
This offer is binding only upon the Criminal Division of the United States Attorney's Office for the 
District of Columbia ("this Office," "the government," and "the United States' '). This plea offer will 
expire on September 28, 2006. Upon receipt, the executed letter will itself become the plea 
agreement. The terms of the offer are as follows: 

1. Charges ; Mr. Srinivasan Ram agrees toadmit gui It and enter a flea of guilty to a one- 
count Criminal Ijifipmnuon,'*a copy of which is attached, in violation of Title 18 U.S.C. §1542 
(False statement in appHcation and use of Passport not related to terrorism c r drug trafficking). It 
is understood that the guilty plea will be based on a factual admission of guilt to the offense charged 
to be made before the Court by Mr. Srinivasan Ram and will be entered in aci :ordance with Rule 1 1 
of the Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure. Mr. Srinivasan Ram agrees that tl le attached "Statement 
of the Offense" fairly and accurately describes Mr. Srinivasan Ram's actions sind involvement in the 
offense charged in the Information. 

2. Potential penalties^ assessments, and restitution ; Mr. Srinivasan Ram understands 
that the maximum sentence that can be imposed pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 1542 is ten years 
imprisonment, a fine of $250,000, a $1 00 special assessment, a three-year term of supervised release, 
obligation to pay any applicable interest or penalties on fines. Your client understands that the 
sentence in this case will be imposed in accordance with 18 U.S.C. Sections 3553(a) and 3553(c) 
through (f), upon consideration of the advisorv United States Sentencing Con missions' s Guidelines 
Manual. Your client further understands that the sentence to be imposed i s a r latter solely within the 
discretion of the Court. Your client acknowledges that the Court is not obligated to follow any 
recommendation of the Government at the time of sentencing. Mr. Srinivasar . Ram understands that 
the sentence, including the appHcable sentencing guideline range, will be determined solely by the 
Court, and the government cannot and does not make any promises, representations or predictions 
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regarding what sentence the Court will impose. Mr. Srinivasan Ram further understands that if the 
Court imposes a sentence greater than that provided in the Sentencing Guidelines range as 
determined by the Court, or which is in any other way unsatisfactory to him, he cannot withdraw his 
guilty plea. This does not, however, limit Mr. Srinivasan Ram's right tq appeal an unlawful 
sentence. 



3 . Federal Sentencing Guidelines ; The government estimates that 
Sentencing Guidelines § 2L2.2(a), the base offense level for the crime to 
pleading guilty is 8. In the event that the plea offer is either not accepted by 
or is accepted by Mr. Srinivasan Ram, but the guilty plea is either rejected 
subsequently is withdrawn, the parties will not be bound by the propospd 
applicable Sentencing Guidelines provisions contained herein.

4. Financial Arrangements ; Mr. Srinivasan Ram agrees that prior tD or at the time of the 
sentencing, he will deliver to the Clerk's Office, United States District Court, for the District of 
Columbia, a certified check in the amount of $100.00, to cover the special assessment, as required 
in Title 18 U.S.C. §3013. 



5. Waiver of Rights ; Federal Rule of Criminal Procedure 11(f)

Mr. Srinivasan Ram voluntarily waives and gives up the 

Federal Rule of Criminal Procedure 1 1(f) and Federal Rule of Evidence 410. 

understands and agrees that any statements that he makes in the course oi his guilty plea or in 

connection with this plea agreement are admissible against him for any purpose in any criminal or 

civil proceeding, if the guilty plea is subsequently withdrawn. 

6. Reservation of Allocution ; Subject to the provisions of paragraphs 7 and 11 , the United 
States reserves its fiill right of allocution for purposes of sentencing and p ost-sentencing in the 
matter, including the right to set forth at sentencing all of its evidence with res Dcct to Mr. Srinivasan 
Ram's criminal activities and any proceeding(s) before the Bureau of Prisons. In addition, Mr. 
Srinivasan Ram acknowledges that the government is not obligated and does not intend to file any 
downward departiu-e sentencing motion under Section 5K1.1 of the Sentencing Guidelines or any 
post-sentence downward departure motion in the case pursuant to Rule 35(b[) of the Federal Rules 
of Criminal Procedure. 

7. Agreement as to Allocution; The parties further agree that a sentence within the 
applicable Sentencing Guideline range estabhshed by theU.S.S.G., if determuied in accordance with 
the parties' stipulations in this agreement, would constitute a reasonable sentence in light of all of 
the factors set forth in 18 U.S.C. § 3553(a). However, the parties agree that either party may seek 
a sentence outside of the Guideline Range estabhshed by the Sentencing Guide ;lines and may suggest 
that the Court consider a sentence outside of that Guidelines Range based jipon the factors to be 

considered in imposing sentence pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 3553(a). 
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8. Presentence Report : The United States reserves the right to inform the presentence report 
writer and the Court of any relevant facts, to dispute any factual inaccuracies in the presentence 
report and to contest any matters not provided for in this plea agreement. 

9. Post Sentence Litigation; If in this plea agreement the goverimenl has agreed to 
recommend or refrain from recommending to the sentencing judge a particular resolution of any 
sentencing issue, the government reserves the right to full allocWion in any ppst-sentence litigation 
in order to defend the sentencing judge's ultimate decision on such issues. 



10. Detention; The parties agree that defendant will argue for releas 5 
and acknowledge that the government shall oppose such release and will rec uest 
1 8 U.S.C. Section 3143, your cHent be detained without bond pending your 
this case.

1 1 . Government Concessions : hi exchange for his guilty plea, the government agrees not 
to oppose a two-level adjustment for acceptance of responsibility pursuant to U.S.S.G. § 3E1.1, 
provided that Mr. Srinivasan Ram continues to show his acceptance of responsibility by: (a) 
cooperating with the presentence report writer (including answering all materi al questions truthfully 
and providing all financial information requested); (b) cooperating fully aid truthfully with the 
Court in any proceeding arising from the matter; and (c) complying with the c ther provisions of the 
agreement. Also, subject to other paragraphs in the agreement, the United States will not bring any 
additional criminal charges against Mr. Srinivasan Ram in the United States District Court for the 
District of Columbia or the Superior Court of the District of Columbia for the conduct set forth in 
the Statement of Offense. The agreement not to prosecute Mr. Srinivasan Rim does not extend to 
any additional federal or local crimes of violence as those terms are defined n 18 U.S.C. § 16 and 
D.C. Code § 23-1331(4). It is understood that the United States has no evidence, as of the date of 
the agreement, of any crimes of violence involving Mr. Srinivasan Ram pther than the instant 
offense. 

12. Court is not bound : Mr. Srinivasan Ram understands that the Court is not obligated 
to follow any recommendation of the government at the time of sentencing anc that the final decision 
regarding his bond status or detention will be made by the Court at the time of his plea of guilty. The 
Court's decision in these regards is not grounds for withdrawal from this ag*eement. 



13. Breach of Agreement ; Mr. Srinivasan Ram agrees that if he fa 
of the provisions of this plea agreement, makes false or misleading statembnts 
commits any further crimes, or attempts to withdraw the plea, the United St£ 
to characterize such conduct as a breach of the plea agreement. In the event 
United States will be free from its obligations under the agreement and may

14. USAGES Criminal Division Bound ; Mr. Srinivasan Ram understands that the 
agreement is binding only upon the Criminal Division of the United States At omey*s Office for the 
District of Columbia. The agreement does not bind the Civil Division of the Office or any other 
United States Attorney's Office, nor does it bind any other state, local, or fede -al prosecutor. It also 



does not bar or compromise any civil, tax, or administrative claim pending 
against Mr. Srinivasan Ram.

15. Complete Agreement : No other agreements, promises, understandings or representations 
have been made by the parties or their counsel than those contained in writing herein, nor will any 
such agreements, promises, understandings, or representations be made unless committed to writing 
and signed by Mr. Srinivasan Ram, Mr. Srinivasan Ram*s counsel and an Ajssistant United States 
Attorney for the District of Columbia. 

If the foregoing terms and conditions are satisfactory, Mr. Srinivasan Ram may indicate his 
assent by signing the agreement in the space indicated below and returning t}|e original to me once 
it has been signed by Mr. Srinivasan Ram and his counsel.
